Crespo's headquarters 
aro at Valencia, and he ia said to be strongly 
entrenched.

Nearly all of Pallacio'a men arc 
in tho field and Caracas is virtually defence- 
less, and people are houily oxpi'cting to 
hear that Creapo ia sweeping down upon 
tho capital.

Vrobttblllty of Fifteen Slllllon Spindles Belnc 
Idle Because of Labor Dlfllcalties. 

LohfDOK, Apm 12. — Efforts to settle the 
dispute between employes and mill-ownera 
in the Lancashire cotton district, have 
failed, and on Saturday, when tho notices 
e.'^piro, 15,000,000 spindles will bo idle. A 
number of liriua have obtained permission 
from the Masters Union, on condition of 
paying largo fines, to complete important 
contracts now under way; but after tlieao 
are finished no more work ia to bo done 
until the di.spute ia finally .settled by tho en- 
fon-cd idving in of oiio or other of the con- 
testing parties. Friends of tlio men con- 
tinue to make unollicial eiroi-ta to avert tho 
stoppage, which can hardly fail to cauao 
fearful ilistresa in the present Btato of the 
labor market. There seems, liowover, to bo 
no hope of tho success of these endeavora, 
ua both sides are determined, and the feel- 
ing is (|uito liitter. Eleven thousand spin- 
ners are directly atreoted, and 70,000 work- 
ers iu other branches, indirectly connected 
with the cotton indufitry.

Ottawa, April 12. — Judge Strong, Dep- 
uty 'vQovornor, came down to the Senate 
this afternoon' and gave the Royal assent 
to the following bills: . Act respecting tho 
Department of Marino and Fisheries, Act 
further to nmcnd and encourage . tho de- 
velopment of tho sea fisheries and the build- 
ing of fishing vessels. Act respecting the 
Bellavillo und Lake Nipissing Railway Co., 
Act respecting the Nicola , 'Valley Railway 
Co., Act rcspocting the Manitoba & South- 
eastern Railway Co., Act to incorporate tho 
McKay Milling Co., Act to'ame^nd the Can- 
ada Temperance Amendment Act, 1888, and 
he Supply Bill for the current ..financial 
year. 

G. E. y. Gleadow, of the British Treasury 
Commission to examine into the claims of 
British Columbia sealers for compensation 
duo to tho operation of tho Anglo- American 
jiiodiis Vivendi in Behring Sea, last year, has 
arrived here. Mr. A. J. Rosa, assistant of 
the National ^Marine Insurance company, of 
London, accompanies him. Aa tho time for 
filing the claims does not expire until the 
28th, and tho evidence will not be taken 
until after that day, Mr. Gleadow proposes 
to remain hero until Monday. 

Mr. Saundcra gave an intereating state- 
ment in tho Agriculture committee, this 
morning, relating to tho work of the branch 
farm at Agassiz. Ho aaid he hoped to make 
the farm the fruit testing ground for tho 
whole province in order that settlera might 
be able to ascertain what fruits were likely 
to succeed iu the coast climate. 

Sir John Tho^iipaon givea notice, to-night, 
of tho long expected measure to increase 
the salaries of the Superior Court judges of 
tho Dominion. Generally speaking, the in- 
crease is §1,000 all around. The Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Britiah Coluin- 
hia 'will receive SO, GOO, and the four puisne 
judges of the samo court each $5,000. 

Four hundred and forty employes ot tho 
International Railway, have received notice 
ofdiamisgal. ■ ■ 

The liouao was engaged all this afternoon 
discussing Sir John Thompson's motion, 
permitting ofBcers of the House to give 
evidence in the boodle: prosecutions, ;\fhioh 
com mence tiext weeK'^'Ti^MSss ATMIl^'-^an^^ 
Davies took the ground that this evidence 
could apply only to the miaaing books, and 
that the evidence of Meaara. McGreevy and 
Connolly could not be used againat them ; 
but the motion aa originally introduced waa 
passed. 

To-night Sir John Thompson moved the 
second reading of the criminal law codifica- 
tion bill and ita reference to a aeleot com- 
mittee. Ho explained tho principal 
changes contemplated, amongst wliicli are 
the aljolition of the word malice; making 
the law clear aa regards bigamy; a clear 
definition of murder; reduction of homicide 
to manalanghter, substitution of the term 
theft for larceny, and a number of others. 
Ho intimated that there was no intention to 
interfere with the grand jury system. The 
motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Denison mado a peraonal explanation 
regarding tlio charges contained in the alli- 
davita read to the Houso by Mr. Somer- 
ville, and showed, by means of the muater 
rolls and pny sheets obtained from the 
Militia Department, that tlio charges wero 
baseless. Several Conservative members 
called upon Sonierville to withdraw tho 
charges, and Sir John Thompson said that 
unless he - either . withdrew or apolo- 
gized, he 'would introduce a resolution 
upon .the subject to expel Somorvillo. 
The hint contained in this is ^ted to havo 
been sufficient, and finally Somerville, with 
a very bad grace, said ho did not mean to 
convey the idea 'that Mr. -Denison waa 
guilty of misconduct, and he was quite 
8:itislicd with tho explanation given. The 
IIou.se then went into Supply. 

Tlio Senate was adjourned to the 27th 
instant.

Hou. Mr. Dewduey ou tho Worii of 
the Commission— Native 
Development. 

The Lauds Should Kot -Be Arbi- 
trarily Disposed of or 
Sacrificed. 



In the course of the dubato on the L'Sthult., 
in tlie Dominion l'arlianii;nt in reply to Mr. 
Barnard, Hon. Mr. Ucwilney snid : — Mr. 
Speaker, tho hon, gentlejiiiui who has moved 
tills resolution has presented a most iiiii]ortant 
matter for'the' odnalderation of thl^ House, in 
recommending tho adoption ot a new policy in 
de^ng with Indian property in British Colum- 
,bla. Aa an gld BriUah Columbian, and know- 
ing Bomelhlng ot tho Indiana In that provinoo, 
their nature, their ohardotor, land tho ai^vnn- 
tagc I tlioy enloy. it Is not a Tjoltoy vrhloh I 
could recommend. When wo commonco to deal 
with Indian iiroporty, Indian lands especially, 
wo have to be very careful. Tliu lion, 
gentleman started out by saying that the 
lime had aniveil when ho tliought that a re- 
ndjuslmeut of tlio reserves should bo made 
anil lliat, some of these reserves should lie 
brought iiuo thi^ market for .'^ale for tho benoUt 
of tho Indians. Kor soiiii; years pfist wo liavo 
had nn haban lieson o Commis.sioii, whoso 
duty it has been to ac just llu- reserves in Brit- 
ish Ooiuinhla. The old commission, which was 
referred to liy the lion, gentleman, did, I think, 
travel tlirough 1 ho country, and rather reck- 
lessly appoi tioned lands wliioh they BUggostcd 
should be set apart for Indian rosorves for tho 
Southern and more civilized Indians of Brltlah 
Cohiiubia. 'riiD e rcsei ves, ah hough loc ited, 
tome on m;i| s and sunie on the giound, were 
never aecepied as reserves by tho local govern- 
ment of B, C, and a now coajproniUo arrange- 
mont was arrived at . between . tho Dominion 
and Local' Go vornmentB by which 

A NKW COMMI.SS ON" 
was appciiil I'd, whiiii is now at work. Tho 
head of that t'ommission is a gentleiiiaii who 
has been in ilrilisli Cohiinhia sonio 'JO or.'iO 
years, and ( 113 a iierfect kiiuwledgo of tho 
country, the Indians and their wants, and it 
was agreed that he should revise the locations 
recommendiid by the old t^oinmlsaion, and that 
the Local Government should accept tho ro- 
oomniendations wlilch he should make. That 
work has been going on, and now a great por- 
tion of tho more sottlud districts of Hriiisli Co- 
lumbia has been none over, and the reserves 
settled, some ot thom deniiilely. A very largo 
number ot tlic Indian reserves are kIiowii on 
tho map whii'h wo submitied this year with 
our report. l''rom the niitiire airl eoiillgura- 
tioii ot the count ry, the Indians aro scattered in 
small bands all over British Columbia, living 
on little locations, to which they aro attached 
for many reasons, a largo number being dstilng 
atatlous on tho coBBt.

Of course, there must nooos- 
sarlly bo reserves situated close to important 
centres, such as Victoria and Vancouver, and 
thoso have attracted tlio greedy eyes of spocu- 
lators, who try, in every possible way thoy ' 
can, to induce tho Indians lo part with their 
property. T'he Government iiave endeavored, 
in overy fay, to protect tho Indians in that 
regard. Some of ilieir property, both on Van- 
couver Island and on tho Jilainland, is of very 
L'reat value, and I think that it anybo y should 
derivo a boiiellt from it. It should bo tho 
Indians themselves, and when they fool In- 
clined to surrender it, which, up to tho present 
time thoy have not comniunlcated tbelr'WlUTs^v 
Ingncss to do, tho property should • bO 'dealt/i? 
.with in audi a way as to bring abont that ' 
result There is also mining property on somo 
of tho reserves, which is of no use to 'tho 
Indiana ; yet, on tho very reaorvo which my 
hon. friend has mentioned, tho Indians hnvo 
been digging for f,'old, some of the old women 
waaliing it in their baskets, end have beoni^ .

There are many eurniises as to who will 
be the next Lieut. -Governor of tbia pro- 
vince. Severargratlemen.f ;haye;b^ spo-.; 
kea of in connection vritll the Governorship,' 
among others Mr. Mara. The appointment 
of that gentlemen would, we are coa- 
vinced, meet with the approbation of tlio 
inhabitauta of the province generally. IIo 
is well ciualilied to occupy the position. 
This wo said eomo time ai;o, and this wo 
say with equal emphasis now. Bub wo 
have learned of late that Mr. Maca has no 
desire to occupy the position'. - Wo are glad 
to hear this, for he is too young a man and 
too able iv, niau to retire from public life. 
Ho can do more work for the province and 
better yvork. ia .the House of • GbmmoiiB in 
Ottawa thtin lie' could do in Government 
House in Victoria. Wi; are, therefore,' 
well pleased to learn that ho has deter- 
mined to remain where ho is for Bome time 
longer. 

The Hon. John Eobson has been, one of 
those, spoken of in connection with the 
Governorship. Wo would be very sorry, 
indeed, to see Mr. Roboon leave his present 
position. He fills it well and ably. His 
record as Premier of the province is ono to 
bo proud of, and if he couUl coutiiiuo to 
perform its many and onerous duties, it 
woald, no, doui}t;'.be brighter stiU._^ But it 
is said tfidV'Mr.'^<>bson'B health is such that 
he requires rest. We are nob very greatly 
surprised to hearthisVfor he has, for the last 
three or four years been doing much more 
than one man's work. Tliis unremitting 
toil has told on him. His health is not 
what it wW^ :^ Asfhe-has vora 'himself ' ont 
in the public service, the least that can be 
-done for him is to place him in a position in 
which he can enjoy the rest he needs, and 
at the same time, have occupation enough 
to prevent leisure being tedious. The Gov- 
omorahip meets these conditions, and we 
are quite sure that the great majority of the 
people of the province would bo well 
pleased if he wore appointed Mr. I^elson's 
successor. We trust that the Dominion 
Government, before it makes the appoint 
ment, will find out whether Mr. Kobaon 
will accept the Governorship, and if the 
answer is an affirmative one, give him the 
position, which ho has so well earned, and 
which he is so well qualified to fill. 

AN AMERICAN GRITIO. 

Thinking men in the United States as 
well as in the Dominion aro speculating as 
to what is to be the ultimate destiny of 
Canada. Such speculations may Juot bo of 
much practical utility, but men of aonse, 
who take an interest in the country, can 
hardly help indulging in them. There is in 
Fronk Leslie's Weekly of a recent date a 
thoughtful article on this subject, which 
bears the Bic;nature "Frank Cbase'Wells." 
Mr. Wells writes in ii kindly apirit, and ho 
has a high appreciation of Canada and its 
inhahitants, but it is abundantly evident 
'that;he;haa:deriTed^muob qf.fals information 
from the pessimist Canadian party 
, the members of which have of lato 
years doho so mucli to disparage 
their native country and to place it in an 
unfavorable light in the eyes of foreigners, 
Like them, ho misunderstands, and conse 
' quentl^ misrepiMeDt^^^^^ Macdonald. 
He attributes the wonderful sticpeaB of that 
statesman to his skill in mana^ng men and 
iu bribing constituencies: He saya that Sir 
John Macdonuld 

^' choso to govern, not by wise and cau- 
'tioua methoda, but by the creation of rich 
protected interests pledged to his support, 
by huge cxpeniliturda on raiUvaya and pub- 
lic works, by adroit nianipulation of fac- 
tional rivalries, by partisan electoral laws, 
and by an indirect system of wholesale 
bribery involved in expending and proiiiia- 
irig to expand public money in close con- 
stitueuces." 

This is an excellent epitome of the 
Liberal libels on the lute Conservative 
leader's policy. But reflecting men must 
see j that -the ^mosb. astute plolitictao' ever 
born and the cleverest wire-puller that ever 
manipulated parliaments could not by 
those means gain an almost unbounded in- 
fluence over a whole people, and maintain 
it unimpaired for nearly half a century. 

Tlie man who wants to SndJ tho secret of 
Sir John Macdonald's influence over the 
people of Canada, must go deeper than the 
email politicians have been able to penetrate. 
The more party taotitian can, at most, 
influence a comparatively few people. He 
cannot reach the masses, and such power as 
lie is able to gain he never retains for any 
great length of time, Sir John Macdonald 
must have been in sympathy with tlie 
people of Canada - or he could never have 
won their afFootion as ho did, and his policy 
must have been such at they approved or 
they would not have kept him in power eo 
long. Esteem and confidence, such as Sir 
John enjoyed, is not won by mere trickery 
or political chicanery. 

Mr. Wells shows that tho task of tho 
Canadian statesman who undertook to guide 
the affairs of the young Confedoiation -was 
neither light nor easy, but that they were 
indeed of "titanic proportions. "Given," 
In says, " n paper union between a narrow 
fringe of spardely settled proviucea stretch- 



ing across the continent and separated 
from oaoh other by natural barriers, but 
forming groups geographically complemen- 
tary to groups of States in the great country 
to tho south, the problem was to create o 
nation. When there was added to this the 
duality of language aud institutions that 
Quebec made necessary as the basis of 
Union, tho task became ono from which a 
Pitt or a Hamilton might well have shrunk." 

Yet Mr.' Wells, and those from whom Mr. 
Wells derives his inspiration, would have 
the world believe that the man who per- 
formed, and successfully jierformed, the 
task from which a Pitt or a Hamilton 
might well have shrunk, was a mere wiro- 
puller, a party aohemer who depended for 
success on temporary contrivances and 
shallow devices. There ie an inconsiatonoy 
in this view of the great Canadian states- 
man's character and methods. that ought to 
strike any man capable of deep thinking, as 
absurd. ~' . ' 

, : Sbould.it nob have to Mr. Wells 

that 'one of the ways of' consolidating the 
confederation that was formed of the narrow 
fringe of sparaoly settled provinces joined 
only by a bond of paper, was tho construc- 
tion of great public works, tho outlay for 
which is described as part of a system of 
" wholesale briliory T " The mon^ which 
was expended on roads which brought the 
provinoesclosor together and which increased 
tho means of intercommunication in them 
and between them wonderfully, had the 
olTeot of transforming the "paper union" to 
one of mutual interest. If tho relations 
between the provinces to-day are compaf ed 
to what they were iu 1867 and the years 
immediately preceding that date, it ,vill be 
Been tb&t tho railway construction that Sir 
John Macdonald planned and encouraged, 
was absolutely necessary, not only for the 
development of the Confederation, hut for 
the cottliauance of its existenes. 

The policy of protection to "native indus- 
try, too, which was tho other great feature 
of Sir John Macdonald's policy, was aa 
much the policy of tho people of tho Do- 
minion as it -.vaa tliat of tlio Leader of its 
Governmeut, It was strenuously opposed 
by able and honest . men, but they fought 
against it for years in 'vain. Election 'after 
election was won on that single issue, and 
at last the Liberals themselves were con- 
vinced of tho tollj' and tho futility of 
attempting to persuade tho people to 
abandon, or even to modify, it. In 
adopting the National' Policy, then, Sir 
John Macdonald did not try to strengthen 
his governmeut by the creation of rich 
protected interests; he merely did what tho 
great majority of the people of the Do- 
minion considered was best for their wel- 
fare, present and prospective. It was their 
policy quite as much as it , ,waa bis. He , 
with the insight with which he was gifted, 
saw what tho people wanted, and what 
they believed to be best suited to their 
circumstances, and ho did his utmost to 
give them what they so strongly desired. 
In doing this, Sir John did not act as a 
mere achoming politician, but as a aagaoious 
and far-seeing statesman; and he had his 
reward. The Dominion, the croakers to 
the contrary notwithstanding, prospered 
under his administration, and inorease'd 
wonderfully in importance, in, a national 
sense. - ' , '' 

Mr. Wells is a believer in annexation, blit 
he is not among those American wiseacres 
who would atarve Canada into consent. He 
would have the United States treat Canada 
in a neighborly way. He says that annexa- 
tion will not be brought about by denying 
to Canada commercial intercourse, and by 
attempts to hamper her trade. In this he 
is, at any rate,, wise.

BY HIS OWN HAND. 

Yerdlct of the Coronprs's Jury in the Case of 

J. W, Garde. 

Tho circumstances attending tlio death of 
Thomas William Garde, on Saturday even- 
ing lust, wore enquired into yesterday by 
Coroner Morrison and a jury composed of 
Messrs. W. F. Adams (foreman), J. li. 
Jones, F. W.Garland, Andrew Tolmie, 15. 
Boggs and Steve. O'iirien, who met at C. B. 
Lockhart'a undertaking rooms at 10 o'clock. 

After viewing the body the Coroner pro- 
ceeded to the examination of the witnesses, 
who were three in number. 

The coroner then retired, to allow the 
jury to consider their verdict, when the 
Clerk of the Court mado the discovery that 
there had been no medical evidence given as 
to the cause of death. The coroner con- 
curred that this was necessary, as a matter 
of form, and returning to the jury, made his 
statement of the case as a medical practi- 
tioner, which wns reduoed to writing in due 
form. Then tho difBoulty arose that the 
deposition was not, like the others, on oath, 
the coroner not being able to swear himself 
as a medical witness; and it was deemed 
best to adjourn the enquiry until 2 p.m., 
although the jury expressed themselves as 
quite satisfied with the evidence before 
them. In tho afternoon. Dr. Footo was 
called to give tho expert evidence, and the 
following verdict was rendered: 

'The deceased, Thomas William Garde, 
catno to his death on Saturday, April 0th, 
between the hours of 7 and 'J p.m., at his 
residence, '200 Fort street, Yictoria City, 
his death being caused by a pistol shot 
wound, said pistol being intentionally dis- 
charged by his own hand."

tho name is at present enjoying tho comforts 
of civilization at tho well known Wharf 
street hotel, having yesterday completed a 
not uneventful journey from his home in 
the wilderness, which may mean much for 
the creat Chilcotin country. 

Mr. Franklin went in by way of Ashcroft, 
some time ago, attracted by tho manifold 
advantages thei'ChUobbin plains present to 
the cattle ranoher. The necessity of open- 
ing up these plains by placing thorn in com- 
munication with tho markets of the cities of 
British Columbia, quickly presented itself 
to him, and his trip dov/u was very much of 
an exporiiiiont — an experiment destined to 
prove tho feasibility of direct communica- 
tion with Chilcotin via Kniglit'a Inlot and 
tho water route to Victoria. 

Tatla lake was left behind on March lOth, 
and travelling by horso and on foot, by 
snowshou and by canoe, Mr. Franklin 
reached Knight's Inlet, accompanied by his 
two Chilcotin Indian guide.-i, in six days — 
tho distance traversed being a little over 
130 miles of unknown country. Tho route 
taken developed few obstacles, and Mr. 
Frauklin'hopcs to induce tho early con- 
struction of a road, which will benefit 
amazingly the now thinly eeltled, but 
promising country. A shorter route to the 
Chilcotin, cr a moro feasible, he docs not 
think could bo fiund. 

All tho land back of Ki'ight'.s Inlet and 
between it and Tatla Lake abounds in tho 
most nourishing grasses, and there is no 
reason wliy it should not supply the mar- 
kets of British Columbia with prime beef 
and mutlou. Close to tho inlot hops are 
now raised, though, of course, in small 
quantity, and all kinds of vegetables thrive 
and flourish. With a little dyking this sec- 
tion of tho country would bo made even 
more more fertile than the famed Fraser 
valley. 

The two Indians who oamo down with 
Mr. Tranklin have never been in a city be- 
fore, never saw a railway train, a steamboat 
or a street car, and werfi'as much ' a curi- 
osity to pedestrians as they passed up Gov- 
ernment .street,' last evening,' ''with their 
bundles of furs on their backs aud their 
rifles in handtlaS' those pedestrians were to 
them/ (•

On consideration of the report on the Vic- 
toria City bill (No. .'iO, re waterworks), 

Mr. Cjsokt moved the following amend- 
ment us clause 11, viz.: " Notwithstanding 
anything contained iu this Act, Jor in the 
Corporation of Victoria Water Works Act, 
1S73, the Corporation of Victoria shall not 
distribute water within the areas where Iho 
Esquimalt Water Works Company have the 
; right to distribute water under lliis Act, un- 
less the said company shall fail to furnish an 
adequate supply, or shall dcmand:airato in 
excess of those chiirgod by tKe Corporation 
of the City of Victoria."

Grant claimed that it was the duty 
of tho Legislature to deal fairly with all 
people, and said that he for one was not 
going to lay himself open to do an injustice 
.to anyone. Unless such a clause was 
passed, there would be an unfair oppor- 
tunity given to tho City of Victoria to take 
away the privileges granted to the Esqui- 
, malt Co. 

. Dr. Milne thought tho passage of tlie 
■present clause would mean the confiscation 
of the rights of the City of Victoria. It 
was just one of the levers used by the com- 
pany to compel tho city to buy then. out. 

MR. SI'KAKER's decision. 

Mu. Si'KAKKU gave his ruling as to the 
constitutionality of Bill No. G rc Ksquimult 
Waterworks Go. After citing liis author- 
ities, etc., Mr. Speaker said : "It follows, 
therefore, that unless it be shown that tho 
Victoria NS'.itorworks Act, of 187.3, con- 
veyed tho waters of Goldstreain to the City 
of Victoria, or that sub-sec. (.'iti) of soc. S, of 
the 'Interpretation .'Vet, 187-,' as cited Ijy 
the Hon. jMcmber for Victoria C'ity (Mr. 
Beaven), is binding, the waters of Gold- 
stream within the railway belt, not having 
been excepted, went to tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway Company with the grant 
pf tho bolt, and is not now and has not been, 
since the issue of the Crown grant, Grown 
property. The soltttkn pt this difficult 
problem must be left to the legal advisetS 
of tho Grown; but I think sulfioient has 
been developed in the Supreme Court case 
quoted to demonstrate the importance, nay, 
the necessity, of precautionary legislation, 
that will place the proprietorship of water 
covered by Crown grants beyond a doubt."

LoNDOK, April 12.— Advices from Jnpun 
report that Tokio, tho cupitnl of the 
JnjKincso empire, was visited by a dia 
a3troii3 conllagrutiou, involving great losa 
of life. Tlie lire diil not ceaso until about 
C.OOO houses were destroyed, leaving uumy 
thousand pcoplo homeless. The loss of life 
wiiH chiefly duo to tho ctlbrts of natives to 
aiivo their elFcels.

The address, which was accompanied by 
a magnificent jewel of the Order, was read 
amidst tho greatest enthusiasm, and at its 
conclusion, the toast was again drunk, with 
three hearty cheers. 

Bro. Sullivan, in rising no respond, had 
to wait for several minutes before he could 
make himself heard. Then ho said : 

BuuTiiUEN AND FuiENDS : I Came to your 
province, a few weeks ago, an entire 
stranger, and was greeted among you with 
the most kindly expreaaiona of feeling and 
regard that I have evor heard. Whatever 
I have done since my arrival has not been 
half of what I would like to have accom- 
plished. I may tell you that, before I came 
here, special interest was taken in the 
peculiar position of your jurisdiction by the 
Grand Master Workman. Ho said to me, 
before I left Helena, "I bolicvo that tho 
brolhron of British Columbia have 
as big hearts, and uro aa in- 
dependent as members of tho order 
in any other portion of tho Continent, 
and that they don't want to bo tho bob to 
anybody's kite. "When I look round on the 
constellation of Jurisdictions of tho A. O 
U. \V. throughout the United States and 
Canadi, and see you in British Columbia 
with the baby jurisdiction of them all, I 
look ahead again and see in tho future a 
wonderful progress amonc you, and a rise 
in your position that will . astonish tho old 
IC iatern lodges. Hero you are in this pro- 
vince vitally interested in a controversy 
between your country and the United 
States, iu a (juostion meaning a groat deal 
to yourselves, dad yet do you think 
that I have seen the slightest particle 
of difference in your treatment of 
mo as a brother Workman, since 
I came among you ? I stand before you 
p.'-oud and hajipy to say that there is no 
land wide enough or water deep enough 
to sMr up any strife or aiitagouisni iu the 
breasts of the brethren of our organization 
in wha.tover laud they may dwell. This 
gift, whi'ih I appreciate more than you can 
tell, will ever remind nio that you have set 
the seal of yiur approbation on my actions 
since I have b.-en here. Now, reverting to 
a more important subject, more than half of 
the getitlonion liei'o are young members of 
our order, who kn.iw little or nothing of 
its workings or its aims, but

Nevada jurisdi. •.'.ji!, hi 1S7C, which 
Lodge composed the jurisdictions uUo 
of Utah, Idaho, and Montana, I welcomed 
this old roan into our state. Ho told me 
tiiat'ho was on a visit an\ong his children, 
and I can assure you that tho venerable old 
Jordan J. Upohuroh Was received among us 
with all affection and reverence. . In 1868 
he, with twelve others, started this organi- 
zation, but it was not until l!>7'-i that the 
society really had any start to apeak of. 
There was a memberahip iu that year of 
L!,jO, and in 1S72 there were two death 
losses. In 18S1, nine years later, thero was 
a membership of 9-l,22-2, and thero were paid 
70-t death losses,] amonnling to $1,534,055. 
Wo find in 1891 a membership of 251,8G2, a 
paymentindeath losses to '2,4'.)ii beneliciaries, 
amounting to 61,702,157. At tho end of 
1S91 the hgures stood : Membership— 273,- 
000. Payment of death losses, §5,400,000. 
In all, since our organization has been 
started, a sum of ;J40, 1)00, 000 has been paid 
out in death lo.=ses. What a history is this ! 
If we coulil follow that little dollar paid out 
by us right through the course it takes, 
until it goes to make up one of two thous- 
and, that are cast at some poor widow's or 
orphan's feet, I don't think one of j ou 
would for a inonicnt begrudge giving every 
minute of your spare time iu trying to for- 
ward the interests of ourorganization in every 
way in your power. Do you know the 
real meaning of the figures that I have juat 
quoted? It is that our order pays out 
every day in the year a sum of .^18,000, and 
that, each day, of tho 305 nine of out' 
brotlierii are taken frotii pur midst, 
means lli.it Ihese voliintary contributtons_ of 
ours— for they are voluntary— are carried 
every day into nine stricken households, 
bringing a little ray of light and a glcam^ of 
comfort to hearts sadly in need of it. You 
will be asked by many, "What security 
do you oiler for our assessment? The 
benificiary certificate that is issued by 
our lodges will be the aiisv,-er. It will 
tell him tli.vt of every 510 you pay into tho 
benificiary fund, ^1 of the initiation fee is 
placed to your credit in the fund where it 
lies, till a death occura, not for tho death 
that then occurs, but for placing in tho 
treasury for the payment of your particular 
claim. Then you will be told "why, thero 
is nothing in this A.O.U. W. It is simply 
an insurance organization." I can assure 
you that 1 have found inembera of our order 
who have aaid as much. Now ia it 
an insurance organization in the sense 
that those bodies -'are spoken of? 
Wo turn to the insurance reeords 
of 1SS9, and we finid that in_ the 
thirty leading life insurance companies of? 
the world, corresponding to policies paid 
amounting to $05,054,174, are^ nmnagement 
expenses amounting to 530,278,335, or 55 
])er cent, of tho diaburaemonts. VVhat ia 
the record of tho A.O.U.W., and why and, 
how can it eonduet its business at an aver- 
age cost of S per cent.? Onr Supreme 
.Muster Workman is one man in ten ihou- 
fiand. There is not a man in our onler who 
ha.i yiveu more time, labor, and 
attention, or who bus taken aiitli an 
intereal in our work aa bo has. And \vliut 
do you tliink biia been liia oouipeiis.ition ? 
Ho ia nn iittorncy-at-law, in IfoU-na, witli a 
large practice, and he gels f(U-hi3 aervicea— 
n, vote of thanka at the end of his term. 
This ia why and how u-o can ooiuiuet our 
business at 1111 averiige coal of S percent. 
I might loiieli on a few other fralerniil or- 
g:uiizitioMa r.nd enquire info tho manner in 
which they conduel llioir busiiiesa. 'I'lr.-y, 
or many uf them, place their iiesesanienta, 
wlietlicr warranted or not, ;i!id the aur[iUi3 
tbey thereby obtain goes into their 
treasuries lo help in paying huge 
salaries lo oflicers. You have in all your 
vast order just one stlari'-d oflicer— the 
Supremo Recorder at Moiidville, Pa. _ The 
per capita tax levied on you for salaries is 
just ton cents. Every member of this 
A.O. U. W. is expected to do a certain 
share of the work voluntarily, nnd there are 
no exenipts. The supremo head of the 
order bail to pay his assessments as regularly 
lis the youngest member. One thing of 
all oth'crs that I would inipresa 
upon you is— get tlie members of -'the press 
to join your ranks. Tiioy speak to 
tbousaiuls" outside of youraelvea. Put them 
on the inside track by making them mom- 
bori. You could do uo better. Bear in 
mind, too, that tho little jurisdiction that 
you will organize, to-morrow, will, the day 
after, hovo the privilege of sending just as 



many representatives to stand on tho floor 
of tho Grand Lodge and any other lodge iu 
America. New York is entitled to 
three representatives. So are you. Sola 
Ontario. I think you will be proud to stand 
on equal terms with Ontario (laughter). 
Our next great convention ia at Helena, 
Montana — my home in the heart of tho 
Rockies, and tho homo of our Supremo 
Grand Master Workman. And wheu your 
representatives come to us this year wo 
will stand by British Columbia, and help 
you heart and hand to get all you wish for. 
(applause). Helena has donated a splendid 
piece of ground ou which a fine auditorium ia 
faat h-airig bailt for your reception, and the 
Queen City has also given §25,000 towards 
your • entertainment. (Applause.) The 
brethren of British Columbia will be taken 
care of when they come. We have the 
largest bath-house in tlie world there too. 
(Ltiughter.) No, that is not meant as a 
reflection'.". :-;(Re'newed(;" laughter.) The 
speaker then wont on to.^ao3oribB tho 
benefits of an immense incetiiig of the order 
this year, and hoped to see^YSOO.Sdelegotes 
from this province, at' Helena, to 
swell tho number. Ho then con- 
cluded as follows: "And now, breth- 
ren, before I close, I want to suy that tho 
reserve fund of our Order is the honesty 
and integrity of its members. Tho fund ia 
iu your poekela, until it ia needed, and who 
will say that the A.O.U. W. is not an Order 
of the highest moral character and disposi- 
tion ? They say that tho strongest chain ia 
tested by its weakest link. Never forget 
that you are one link in this grand chain of 
brotherhood and love. You will 
have your lilllo trials and troub- 
les, but bear in mind that 
a great army of brothers ia behind you to 
aid you in every possible' way, to guido 
your footsteps, and to help you on in that 
glorious fraternity of human feeling nnd 
kindness thai will live long after our indi- 
vidual boiiios are crumliling into dust. 
(Loud and prolonged applause.) 

When the clieering that followed tho 
aiieech of the evening liiid subsided, Mr. 
Carey proposed tho toast of the Press, 
coupled with the name of Mr. W. H. Kllia. 

Jlr. Fllia, responding on behalf of tho 
Coi.ONl.ST, and the Press of the Province 
generally, paid a tribute lo the standing of 
the A. 0. if. W. everywhere, and in the 
course of his remarks took occasion to point 
out that both the Press and organizations 
like the one now being dealt with were 
kindred institutions— both working for the 
higher good of manliind. 

.\Ir. Denny of the Times and Mr. Brown 
of tho News also responded. 

Bro. MoGior, of ■Vancouver, proposed tho 
toast of tho Army and Navy, and iu most 
felicitous languagfo expressed the hope that 
when the Deputy Supreme .Master, Bro. 
Sullivan, went back: to the United States 
he would carry.with him the kindliest I'o- 
gord for his counsins in British Columbia.

The Mystery Back from the Nortli— 
No Further. Mews of 
the Wrecks. 



The steamer Mystery - arrived, last night, 
at 9 o'clock, from Clayoquot harbor, hav- 
ing on board several passengers and 
fioight of 175 sealskins, the catches of the 
.Labrador (00 skins) and tho Maseotte (115 
skins). When the Mystery left Clayoquot 
thero wero in the harbor tho following 
schooners, viz : Labrador, Maseotte, Vun- 
couvor Belle, Slay Belle, Carmolito and the 
Oscar and Hattle. Among the passengers 
was John Lynch, who was, by accident, in- 
jured by a spear being run through hiafoot- 
Capt. Sicwerd, of this city, wos also on 
board, having been up on a visit to tho 
Maseotte. The Captain reports that there 
has been a good deal of trouble witli tho 
crews, so far, this season, and a great deal 
of dissatisfaction is felt at the way the men 
are treating their contracts. Fen- instance, 
on board the board the Mystery, on I 
down trip, there wero found a couple of 
bto-,vawuys, who turned out to bj the cook 
and cabin boy of the Maseotte. Tbey caiiie 
down to Victoria, having dei-rtod their 
vessel, und Capt. Sicward says !.u ia going 
to see what Collector of Customs Milne has 
to say aboulsuoh cases, as, if men are al- 
lowed to c.-iine and go as they ace fit, thero 
is no use signing them for a voyage. 

Coming up the atraits, last night, tho 
.Mystery was signalled by a scbooner which 
showed a flush .light. It is not known what 
schooner this was, but it is thought to have 
been the 'Dora Seward, which sailed from 
Halifax, Nov. 10, and from Bermuda Doc. 
0. If alic reaches here in a day or two her 
voyage will have been a fast one, some 128 
or 130 days. . ' ' : ■

harbor tho San Francisco flohOoner, Rosio 
Spnrks, Capt. Alex. McLean, was thero, 
and also the Victoria schooner FaW. 

'I'liero was iiotliiiig new to be learned at 
Clayoi|iiot. The Indians had no further 
newa of the wrecks, but still persisted in 
their atatemcnta thai there waa a couplo of 
sclioonera on the rocks.
